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R. Roberts Sharply Challenges 
Mayor’s Group on Statement 


At the beginning of the June 
22 regular meeting of the Green- 
belt City Council, Councilmem- 
ber Rodney Roberts requested 
that the mayor’s statement on 
election reform issues read at the 
beginning of the previous council 
meeting of June 8 be placed on 
the evening’s agenda. Such re- 
quests by members of council are 
usually agreed to and Roberts’ 
item was added as no. 24 on a 
fairly full agenda. 

The item in question was a 
brief statement the mayor had 
read during the Approval of 
Agenda portion of the June 8 
meeting of council, specifically: 
“Mayor Davis asked to remove 
item # 13.D, the Charter Amend- 
ment to change the date of the 
council elections from odd-num- 
bered years to even-numbered 
years, from the agenda.” 

Davis then read the following 
prepared statement: 

“As a result of further con- 
sideration and discussion, we 
have concluded that the best 
course 1s to move on increasing 
the size of the Council from five 
to seven members, but to defer 
any decision to move the date 
of the election from its present 
odd-numbered year until after the 
new, larger council is seated. We 
also will move forward on the 
voter participation and education/ 
outreach initiatives we discussed 
in our May 26th meeting. “We 
believe the addition of two open 
seats for this year’s election will

give citizens a good opportunity 
to add diversity to the Council 
and to increase voter interest and 
turnout. We also believe that the 
question of whether movement of 
the dates of the election to even- 
numbered years is prudent for the 
City is one which has many pros 
and cons. 

“The debate on such a move 
will continue regardless of the 
action we take on it, and, at this 
point, we are concerned that 
the controversy will overshadow 
and interfere with these upcom- 
ing important Council elections. 
Therefore, we are deferring any 
decision and further discussion 
on the proposition of moving the 
date of the Council elections until 
the new Council is seated.” 

Item Removed 

At the June 8 meeting the four 
members present agreed to re- 
move item #13.D from the agen- 
da as requested by the mayor. 
(Councilmember Edward Putens 
was not present.) Just past 10 
p.m. at the June 22 meeting, 
when the requested item came 
up for discussion, Roberts initi- 
ated discussion of the mayor’s 
prepared statement with sev- 
eral strong allegations regarding 
use of the collective “we” term 
throughout the statement and, 
since he had not been aware of 
the statement’s contents until 
about five minutes before the 
meeting, he wondered aloud as 
to “when or where” the item was 
discussed by council. 


Council Okays Safe Routes 
Project for Springhill Lake

At their meeting Monday 
night, June 22, the Greenbelt 
City Council approved Spring- 
hill Lake Elementary School for 
submission to the Maryland Safe 
Routes to School (SRTS) Grant 
Program, a national program to 
encourage children to walk and 
bike to school. 

City planning staff has recom- 
mended that Greenbelt request 
an SRTS grant of approximately 
$130,000 for the Springhill Lake 
project for engineering and en- 
couragement and traffic calming. 
They say this will be the request 
most likely to be approved by the 
Maryland Highway Safety Office 
(MHSO). 

“My read of this is that pro- 
gram is really ...a nuts and 
bolts kind of program,” said City 
Manager Michael P. McLaugh- 
lin. “They were really looking 
for projects that would improve 
existing pathways, connect areas 
where there might be a gap in 
pathways.” 

Projects that will be considered 
for an SRTS grant must be for 


children in kindergarten through 
8th grade and must be within two 
miles of the school. As well, 
projects that include the four Es, 
that is, enforcement, education, 
engineering and encouragement, 
will be given special consider- 
ation to receive the grant. 

And although the Springhill 
Lake project would be considered 
a win for Greenbelt, Council- 
member Leta M. Mach expressed 
frustration over a project for the 
future Greenbelt Middle School. 

“I’m disappointed that it ap- 
pears a pedestrian overpass would 
not be possible in the future,” 
She said. “I still like to think 
there could be some way we 
could find some funding for a 
pedestrian overpass for Greenbelt 
Middle School but it doesn’t look 
like it’s going to come from this 
area,” she said. 

The planning staff added in 
their memo to McLaughlin that 
the MHSO would be more likely 
to grant funding for the middle 
school overpass if the Springhill 
Lake project 1s successful. 


“Where was the meeting?” 
he asked. If there was such a 
discussion and/or a meeting, he 
was not notified or invited to take 
part, he charged. 

Putens, who had not been 
present when the statement was 
read, also indicated he was not 
aware of nor had he been notified 
of any meeting. 

Davis and Councilmembers 
Leta Mach and Konrad Her- 
ling insisted there had been no 
meeting but rather an exchange 
of emails or calls resulting in 
formation of the statement and 
that the genesis of the statement 
may have been precipitated by 
an email from Mach to the city’s 
outside counsel for the election 
reform issues, Stephen Sylvestri. 
In that email communication dated 
June 3 from Mach to Sylvestri, 
with a copy to Manzi, Mach posed 
the following question: “. . . would 
it be OK to indicate that if this 
upcoming election results in more 
diversity on council and/or more 
turnout that the change (moving 
to even year elections) would 
be rescinded? That would be 
assuming the incoming coun- 
cil did it but candidates could 
pledge one way or the other. 
Any thoughts on this would be 
much appreciated.” (The News 
Review requested but did not 
receive any emails that may have 
been exchanged between coun- 
cilmembers, staff or counsels on 
the topic.) 

It was also brought out in dis- 
cussion that Sylvestri had assisted 
with preparation of the statement 
read by the mayor at the June 8 
meeting. 

Roberts continued his question- 
ing of the process that had taken 
place, making strong charges 
that regular council procedures 
were not followed. He said he 
believed the issue was serious 
enough to warrant an outside 
investigation into whether there 
was a breach of council pro- 
cedures and/or violations of 
the Maryland Open Meetings 
law. He suggested that three 
members of council, in effect, 
had taken action without notice

A Profile 
Pastor Dan Hamlin Celebrates 
25th Anniversary in Greenbelt

On July 1, 
2009, Dan Ham- 
lin will celebrate 
25 years as Pas- 
tor of the Green- 
belt Community 
Church (GCC). 
One does not 
need to be a 
member of the 
GCC congregation 
to know Hamlin — 
he is much more 
than the pastor of 
a congregation in 
the city. 

Among other 
things, he is a

the Greenbelt Interfaith Leader- 
ship Association (GILA), a board 
member of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation (GCF) and 
a tutor at Greenbelt Elementary 
School (GES). 

Jim Marley, a member of the 
GCC committee that interviewed 
Hamlin, describes the decision 
to hire him as “one of the little 
victories of my life.”

Hamlin himself, after attending 
the University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill, went on to attend 
the Lancaster Theological Semi- 
nary. Between the two schools, 
though, he took some time to 
work as a carpenter, then on an 
assembly line and finally in an

Hamlin got

“They knew of 
my carpentry 
experience, so I helped build 
an extension to the stage and, 
although I am afraid of heights, 
I helped put up the lights every 
year,” says Hamlin.

At times during the discus- 
sion, the interchanges between 
the mayor and Roberts were 
very heated with charges and 
countercharges tossed back and 
forth. Roberts further objected 
to the use of Manzi to review 
and assess the issue because, 
“Mr. Manzi is too close to the 
issue.”

been called different names over 
the years, has been in existence 
since 1939.) Jonathan Cohen, 
Mishkan Torah’s rabbi and Ham- 
lin’s friend, describes Hamlin as 
the “clergyman’s clergyman.” 

Says Cohen, “in my first cou- 
ple of years [at Mishkan Torah] 
I had occasion to call on Dan’s 
experience, common sense and 
kindness to help me navigate the 
shoals of congregational life. Ev- 
ery time I hear him speak I learn 
something useful, not only about 
the subject at hand but also about 
how to tailor the subject to suit 
the occasion.” 

Turkey Visit 

Last summer Hamlin visited 
Turkey as the guest of an Islamist 
movement. Because of his con- 
nections with the Rumi Club at 
the University of Maryland, he 
was approached about engaging in 
interfaith dialogue on a sponsored 
trip to Turkey. Hamlin toured the 
country and met various religious 
leaders, including the Chief Rabbi 
of Turkey, Isak Halera. 

Hamlin was overwhelmed at 
being able to “go to places such 
as Haran, which is where Abraham 
was when God said, ‘Leave your 
home and go to the land I will 
show you’” (from the Book of 
Genesis). Hamlin also visited Mt. 
Koressos, the legendary home of 
the Virgin Mary, and was “surprised 
at how powerfully moving visiting 
these sacred sites would be. 

“My whole sense of history 
changed,” he says. “Haran has 
been continuously occupied for 
10,000 years.” 

After the nine-day tour, Ham- 
lin brought back the realization 
that Muslims are people with the 
same hopes, fears and desires as 
everyone else and that “we get a 
distorted view of Islam from our 
media.” He adds, “The Islamist 
movement that hosted me has 
promoted interfaith dialogue for 
50 years.” In a post-9/11 world, 
this might be powerful and sur- 
prising information; Hamlin said 
the most dangerous part of the 
trip was “getting around the belt- 
way to Dulles Airport.” 
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To his congregants, Hamlin is 
a confidante, a leader and most 
importantly, a friend. “When 
someone talks, he listens,” says 
Barbara Ransom. 

Marsha Voigt adds that “In 
1984 the Community Church 
decided a young man serving in 
Pennsylvania would be a good fit 
for us and for Greenbelt. Good- 
ness, has Dan proven us right! 
He embraces ideals the city and 
all of us cherish: the equality 
and inclusion of all people; the 
great value and wonder of our 
diversity; serving others with the 
unique gifts each of us possess; 
and most specially Dan’s is a 
ministry of love (plus fun and 
laughing).” 

Hamlin says that the best part 
of GCC is the people. Although 
he enjoys taking part in Safe Ha- 
ven, Christmas in April and the 
annual Baysox game (to name 
a few GCC activities), what he 
likes most is the time spent in 
the Fellowship Hall each Sunday 
after the service. 

Socializing 

Every Sunday congregation 
members socialize for an hour 
after the service, eating snacks and 
drinking coffee and enjoying each 
other’s company. Hamlin talks to 
as many people as he can, making 
sure that everyone feels welcome 
whether a member or not. 

“He makes it easy to welcome 
people into the church because 
he’s so accessible,” says Rick 
Ransom. “He greets each and 
every person as they leave the 
church after service.” 

Growing up in a small town 
where one must be fifth or sixth 
generation to not be considered “a 
newcomer, “Hamlin believes that 
“it’s important to feel that new 
people are always welcome.” 

A sign hangs in Hamlin’s office 
that reads “Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.” The words are from 
the Gospel of Matthew and are 
words that Hamlin takes to heart. 

“Since Dan Hamlin came to 
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the church,” says Bernie Giese, 
“he really has energized the con- 
gregation. Church members go 
all-out on projects to help others, 
such as Christmas in April, CROP 
Walk and Help by Phone. Also 
the church bazaar and yard sale 
have become a lot of fun.” She 
adds, “I also like his sermons, 
which emphasize serving in our 
faith by serving others.” 

Adds Ransom, “A minister 
doesn’t have to do all the things 
Dan does; one could draw the 
line at just preaching.” 

Safe Haven 

As mentioned earlier, two of 
Hamlin’s favorite GCC activi- 
ties are Safe Haven, when the 
church hosts 15 homeless men 
for a week during December and 
Christmas in April, when church 
members rehabilitate a home for 
a disabled, elderly or low-income 
person or family. 

“Dan has tagged our crew ‘the 
Shock and Awe team,’ says Mike 
Crompton, GCC congregation 
member and Christmas in April 
House Captain. “Dan was there 
the first time GCC participated in 
a Christmas in April project and 
has never missed one. 

“A friend commented once 
about how noisy the sanctuary 
is before a service,” he says, 
“and that’s because people are 
building community.” Much of 
this is socializing but there are 
also discussions about upcoming 
events in the church and in the 
Greenbelt community. 

“We do chat,” says congregant 
Suze Marley, “and I think it’s 
because we get excited about the 
things we’re doing.” 

Says Hamlin, “This congrega- 
tion 1s exceptional in that it really 
does put service first; it makes 
my job so rewarding.” 

One of the missions GCC sup- 
ports is Church World Service 
(CWS), primarily through partici- 
pation in and fundraising for the 
annual CROP Walk, held every 
May at Lake Artemesia. “Year 
after year, Dan has faithfully 
and lovingly led the dedication 
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part of the CROP Walk Celebra- 
tion at GCC,” says Marty Folk, 
congregation member and CROP 
Walk team leader. “Dan has al- 
ways supported a strong missions 
program in our church. He truly 
believes that by giving more of 
yourself you will receive even 
more in return.” Hamlin would 
like to participate in other CWS 
aid, specifically traveling to other 
countries to visit the locations of 
water projects and school projects 
that have been made possible by 
CWS. 
Supports Children 

Hamlin is an avid supporter of 
the children of GCC and recently 
allowed them to conduct an entire 
Sunday service. He is interested 
in what they have to say and says 
that “the most important part of 
Children’s Special Time [when the 
children join Hamlin at the altar 
before going to Sunday School] 
is their news.” “News” could 
be reports of loose teeth, soccer 
games, birthdays or sleepovers. 
What matters to Hamlin is that the 
children are heard. 

“It’s nice that he lets us say 
stuff,” says Scott Candey, 11. “It 
makes us feel like we’re part of 
the congregation.” 

Hamlin came of age in the 
°60s during the civil rights and 
peace movements that inspired 
him to be the social activist he is 
today. The events of this turbu- 
lent time forced him to ask ques- 
tions like “How can we all live 
together with justice and peace?” 

After reading The Sermon on 
the Mount, Hamlin had his “‘a-ha 
moment”: “here’s where I should 
ask the questions,” he discovered, 
and the road to his theological 
career was paved. 

One of Hamlin’s proudest mo- 
ments was in 1997 when he or- 
ganized a resistance to the Ku 
Klux Klan. Threatening flyers 
had been distributed throughout 
Greenbelt and, after rallying the 
other clergy, the group put togeth- 
er an ad for the News Review 
that stated that the threats would 
not be tolerated in Greenbelt. “It 
was important that Greenbelters 
who could have been targets 
knew that I stood with them,” 
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he states. One wonders if, at 
the time, Hamlin realized that 
he was then very much a target 
himself. Fortunately, the threats 
were never carried out. 

In his spare time Hamlin 
likes to walk, read and go to the 
beach. “I’m addicted to PBS,” 
he admits, “and I love Sherlock 
Holmes.” He 1s also an avid 
Carolina Tar Heel fan and joined 
the GCC Junior Youth Group at a 
Maryland-Carolina women’s bas- 
ketball game last season. When 
Carolina lost, Hamlin promised to 
wear a Maryland T-shirt under his 
robe at the next Sunday service. 

“Even as a pastor he makes 
wrong decisions,” jokes Alma 
Knutson, 12, Junior Youth Group 
member, referencing Hamlin’s al- 
legiance to the Tar Heels. “Since 
he baptized me, though, I guess I 
can forgive him.” 

Family Cottage 

He also enjoys being with his 
two children and their spouses 
and his three grandchildren. He 
enjoys sailing on a lake in upstate 
New York that is the location of 
a family cottage. Originally a 
barn in the 1800s, the cottage is 
located at a steamboat stop. 

In 1916 the barn was con- 
verted to a lodge and there are 
almost 100 years of graffiti as 
evidence of the lodge’s use. One 
of Hamlin’s favorites is on the 
bathroom door and reads: “Jane 
Wilcox — first time in a bathing 
suit. What a mermaid! July 17, 
1917.” Every summer, the entire 
family — children, grandchildren, 
nieces, nephews, cousins — goes 
to the cottage for a week-long 
family vacation. 

“IT thought I would be here 
for five or six years and then 
move on to bigger and better,” 
says Hamlin of his first coming 
to Greenbelt. He quickly real- 
ized, though, that “there might 
be bigger but there certainly isn’t 
better.” He did mull over retire- 
ment this year but came to the 
conclusion that “I don’t want 
to. I’m still healthy and I’m still 
making a contribution.” 

Folk adds to that: “He leads 
by example . . . with heart, soul 
and mind.”

What qualifications does the 
Outstanding Citizen Committee 
look for in making its selection? 
The choice must be a Greenbelt 
resident, one whose actions have 
demonstrated a genuine interest in 
making our community a better 
place in which to live. The com- 
mittee’s choice will be a person 
who has contributed to the com- 
munity through volunteer efforts. 
That choice could be someone 
who has been involved in so 
many activities that the person’s 
name is well known throughout 
the community. Or the person 
selected could be someone whose 
contributions have been done in 
such a quiet, non-assuming man- 
ner as to be relatively unknown 
to most except friends and associ- 
ates. The committee, with great 
difficulty, makes its choice on the 
basis of importance and the last- 
ing impact of the contributions 
made by each nominee. 

Often there are several nomi- 
nees deserving of honor and rec- 
ognition. The committee must 
then make the difficult choice 
of selecting the one and only to 
receive the honor for that year 
and hope that those passed over 
will continue to be nominated in 
future years. 

Many outstanding citizens 
have been selected for their in- 
volvement in more than one com- 
munity activity but usually the 
individual’s efforts 1n one activity 
have been particularly noteworthy.
